He 
found the pariah almost hopelnsly 
involved in debt and a congregation 
comparatively poor. 
The prospect 


was anything hut cheering. 


Being endowed with splendid abili- 
ties which he entirely devottxl to his 
work, be soon had everything In »r- 
dei, the prcmpect became brighter and 
brighter as lime went. He beautiHed 
tlie interior of the churcli, liad It 
newly frescoed, put in a \erycoslly 
altar rail, and a set of imported Sta- 
tions ol the Cross. He also puichased 
it lot in a very convenient location for 
» cemetery lit a coat of three thousand 
dollars, In all of wbicli he was ably 
seconded by his asslsant, Hcv. Father 
Meagher. 


In June, 1846, much to tb" regret of 


lib" parishioners lie went to Philadel- 
phia to take charge of St. Edwards, 
taking with him the respect and es- 
teem of the entire community, nnd 
li«d the sutisfctlon of surrendering 
free of all encumbcrances, tbe parish 
with all Its Improvements to bis suc- 
cessor, Hev. Hugh Oarvey, wbo upon 
the tatter's death was succeeded by 
the late lamented Hev. M. A. Bunce. 
during whose regime tbe parochial 
Kcbooi, at considerable expense was en- 
larged and many Improvements made. 
The present pastor, B«v. M. A. Brad- 
Icy, succeeded Father Bunce. Father 
Bradley has been with us but a short 
time but bas already won tbe hearts 
of his peopie.

comes from the cow. 
In the same 


way many thousands of people, where 
the water supply is not always to lie 
wholly to U' depended upon as pure 
and wholesome, turn now. not to dis- 
tilled water, but lo the bottled and 
jugged product ol Ihe pure springs o! 
nature. The use of distilled wilier as 
the only recourse in the search for the 
purest and less dangerous form of 
drinking water is passing. 
Both for 


the tusle and its effects on the health 
of consumers, good spring water Is 
now \ery largely preferred. 


People lire learning, in other words, 


that tlic products of Dame Nuturo are 
not the source of danger to health und 
well-being, which for the last ten 
years or so they have teen considered 
ny many to be. Wllh Ihe llrst know- 
ledge of the presence of more or less 
but'lcria in wuter and food there was 
an impulse to seek Hays of securing 
both food and drink made by man, 
w i t h the greatest |Missinle. cure for tlie 
elimination of nil deleterious niut(er, 
whlcn resulted in the use (if pasteu- 
rized milk, distilled uatvr and nianu- 
fuclured ice, etc. 


NATIJKAL ICE WHOLESOME. 
Now the public is grasping the fact 


that there is really less danger from 
Nature's than from mun's product; 
and, 
for Instance, that nalurul lee is 


not by any means to be considered 
witti suspicion, luit, on the contrary, 
nmy lie accepted oir-hund as 
puie 


and wholesome for all pin poses. 
This 


is Hie result of both Ihe recent restora- 
tion to favor of alt natural foods, and 
of the long and piilicnt scientific m- 
vestigutlons ol all nuluml Ice-, its for- 
malion and Ihe method ot its harvest. 
The unanimous opinion Is now ex- 
pressed by tho highest health authori- 
ties 
that natural icu is~pure und 


wholesome. 


The ununimity of the authorities on 


this point is (he more remarkable lie- 
cause most of them began theii inves- 
tigations of ice with the expectation, 
if not the hope, o' finding that na- 
tural ice could be a source of inuny 
epidemics. Ice had been accused of 
being the source of epidemics of ty- 
phoid fever, in certain instances, and 
many scientists thought tliat a very 
likely conclusion, and so for years it 
was commonly iielle\ed one should be 
fearful of pulting ice in or on drinks 
01 fixid to cool uiul preserve them. 
The careful studies and examinations 
of the Massachusetts Stntc Board of 
Health of this question first pointed 
to tlie trulhs since so well established. 
After months of work the board uri- 
nounced that ice was fiom IX) to OS 
per cent, purer than tbe water on 
which it formed, and that no case of 
any disease carried by natural ice hud 
ever beer, proved. The Commissioner 
of Health of New Yoik State went 
even further, after his painstaking in 
vestigutions 
of 
ice 
from 
\arious 


sources and of the reported epidemics 
from the use of ice, and said: "Ice 
cannot, from 
its very nature and 


method of harvest, be a bearer of 
disease," and that there was no sci- 
entific basis for concluding that ice 
had caused those 
epidemics with 


which it hud been charged. The 
Tniled States Go\ernnieiit Hygienic 
Laboratory arrived at the same con- 
clusion. Dr. Sedgwick, the eminent 
bacteriologist of the Massachusetts In 
stltute of Technology, said: "Ice is 
plainly far less dangerous to the pub< 
lie health than is either wuter or 
milk." Dr. W. H. Park and Pro- 
lessor Jobn C. Sparks, of New York 
City, each, after independent Investi- 
gulions, guve imturul ice a clean bill. 
SCIENTISTS DECLARE FOR IT.

Natuie filters and nitrifies Tier springs 
ind rivulets, "*tiicli niake the Jakes, 
ponds and streams, where ice is cut. 
As hus been stated, the scientists 
know now that ice is more than 90 
per cent, purer than this pure water. 
They know, ton, that bacteria cannot 
live in natural ice, because they arc 
ased to the temperature of the human 
Ixxly, !I8.« degrees Fahrenheit, 
and 


require food, und must moveubijut to 
^et it, and need air to live. 
In na- 


tural Ice they are held motionless, 
deprived of air and food and kept at a 
lemperalure of some (10 lo 70 degrees 
lower than that to which they have 
iieen accustomed, and as inuuy u man 
LH3neflts by u quick plunge in a tub of 
cold wutur, who would die if he 
stayed in that water an hour even, so 
these bacteria cannot stand the six- 
und-twenty week's imprisoinent in ice 
which they undergo between the cut- 
ting of tiie ice and its use by consu- 
mers.

A Chance for Firmen' Sons. 


The farmers of Pennsylvania are 
lowing tlieir faith in agricultural ed- 


ucation by sending several hundreds 
of their sons to the School of Agricui- 
;ure 
in The Pennsylvania State Col- 


efie. The giowtb of this school in 
.his state institution bas been remark- 
able. The criticism made of some 
state agricultural schools that they 
.rain boys wholly away from the farm 
will not apply to Pennsylvania. Une 
hundred and seventy of the four hun- 
dred and seventy-nine students en- 
rolled In the School of Agriculture 
ast year took courses that fit only for 
rural life, while a considerable per- 
centage of the remaining number, 
who are taking the four years' college 
courses, expect to engage in some de- 
>artment of practical farming. 


The Two Yeais' Course in Agricul- 
ure attracts young men who have not 
>een able to prepare for a four years' 
course, and it fits men for practical 
work only and not for professional 
ile, A booklet has been prepared for 
ree distribution tbat describes tbe 
work offered In this course, and It 
jresents some flue illustrations that 
ire descriptive of the work in the 
School of Agriculture.

As he recollects It, Mr. Beed asked 
lim whether anybody out in Indiana 
relieved tbat the Spaniards blew up 
he Maine, and told them that they 
didn't. Then Reed went on to say 
hat the naval board of inquiry, tbe 
louse's iraval committee (of which 


innings was a member), Admiral 


Sampson and President McKinley all 
tnew it was an internal explosion, 
lot an external one. which destroyed 
he Maine; tbat McKinley summoned 
im to the White House one Saturday 
o read a message advising assent to 
Spain's request for arbitration; tbat 
be next day Mark Hannu, Elkins 
and a few others of that ilk," twist- 


ed McKinley.around, persuading him 
bat to send in this peace message 
would be to lose tbe fall elections: 
bat thereupon he sent in the kind of 
message they desired and tbe declara- 
lon of War followed.

Beekeeping Pointers. 


A Pennsylvania beekeeper wrote to 


State Zoologist H. A. Surface, at Hai- 
risburg, asking: "Will combs get too 
old for tbe bees to use? Ought the 
old combs lie broken out, or ought 
tbe drone cells lie broken out? What 
will keep ants away or will they do 
any harm? Would yon advise clipping 
the wings of the queen?" To this 
Professor replied ae follows: 
''Perhaps the comb will never get 


too old foi the fiees to rear their young 
or store honey in, out tbe older the 
comb gets tbe smaller tbe cells be- 
come from the continued filling with 
the cast laival skins. The cells be- 
come tbick walled and this makes the 
bees small. Thus In old combs tbe 
bees are much smaller than those 
reared Jn new combs. Smaller bees 
will not carry as much honey as 
larger ones, and I am putisfied that 
it Is best to renew the combs at least 
once every live years. There le not 
much loss in so doing, as they can be 
rendered into beeswax and this can 
be made Into foundation and can be 
used in tbe hive lo insure straight 
combs, and save tbe honey that 
would be transformed into comb If 
foundation were not used. I belisve 
in cutting out drone cells, but to 
avoid tbe bees building more drone 
cells,-you should fill this place with 
worker comb. Sometimes to fill It 
with foundation is sufficient. 
• "To keep the ants out of tbe hives 
you can set them on small blocks, 
and put these into shallow plates, or 
pans, filled with oil. They need not 
be very large In order to keep tbe ants 
out of them. A acreen of wire netting 
fastened above and extending down 
over them like an umbiella, but not 
reaching the ground below, will keep 
tbe bees out of the oil. 
"I do recommend 
clipping the 


queen's wings, and I clipped one of 
my own only this morning. It does 
not hurt tbe queen, neither does it 
prevent swarming, an some people 
Imagine, but It does prevent the bees 
flying away at the time of swarming. 
This is important for one who la busy 
and often away from home."
